NUCLEUS FROM WHICH TO BUILD NEW FLOCKS AND INCREASE THE NUMBER 
OF WILD TURKEY TO SOMEWHERE NEAR ITS FORMER STATE OF ABUNDANCE, 


IN THE MONTH OF NOVEMBER 1934, THE FOREST SERVICE RELEASED 
74 TURKEYS OBRAINED FROM THE STATE GAME FARM, THESE BIRDS AL= 
THOUGH OF WILD STOCK, WERE VERY TAME, AND AS A CONSEQUENCE A 
PATROL OR GUARD WAS ESTABLISHED ON THE AREA THAT THEY SELECTED 
FOR A RANGE, THE DUTY OF THIS PATROL WAS TO PROTECT THE TURKEYS 
FROM ILLEGAL HUNTING, TO TAKE OBSERVATIONS ON THE NESTING ACTI= 
VITIES, FOOD, AND OTHER HABITS OF THE BIRDS. IN FEBRUARY, 1935, 
DUE TO A GREAT DEAL OF FIGHTING AMONG THE BIRDS, !T WAS NECES— 
SARY TO MOVE 14 OF THE GOBBLERS TO ANOTHER PART OF THE UNIT IN 
WHICH A GREATER NUMBER OF HENS WERE KNOWN TO RANGE. SHORTLY 
AFTER THIS REMOVAL THE HENS BEGAN TO HUNT NESTING SITES AND OF 
COURSE THE PREDATORS IMMEDIATELY BECAME A SOURCE OF WORRY. OUT 
OF THE FIRST SETTING OVER 200 EGGS WERE DESTROYED BY VARIOUS 
ANIMALS. THE YOUNG THAT DID HATCH WERE DROWNED IN THE EXCEP— 
TIONALLY WET WEATHER THAT PREVAILED AT THIS TIME. A SECOND 
HATCH LATER IN THE SEASON HAD MORE FAVORABLE RESULTS. ‘MORE 
THAN 225 YOUNG BIRDS WERE KNOWN TO HAVE HATCHED AND REACHED THE 
AGE AT WHICH THEY WERE ABLE TO FLY. 


WITH THE FAVORABLE RESULTS THUS FAR OBTAINED, WE ARE WAIT— 
INGEN Gn one At INPEREST “TO.SEE WHAT. ERRECT THE OREN SEASON OF
